The  civil  times  both  for  the  rising  and  setting  of  the  Moon's  centre  are  given  for  every  day  for  Toronto,  Quttw, 
EMdericton,  and  Halifax. 

The  column  ScN  on  Meeidian  gives  the  time  that  a  watch  should  show  when  the  shadow  of  a  sun  dial  is  on  tk 
aooQ  mark.

The  Moon's  MERibiAN  Zenith  Distances  are  given  to  the  nearest  tenth  of  a  degree  for  a  point  in  latitude  45Pan4] 
lofi(gitude  4  h.  40  m.  W.    They  are  not  corrected  for  parallax  or  refraction. 

The  column.  Upper  Transit  op  Pole  Star  shews  for  every  day  the  mean  time  at  which  the  Pole  Star  makes  its  npp( 
tnmsit  across  the  meridian  of  longitude  4  h.  46  m.  W.  It  passes  in  the  morning  from  April  9  to  Octolier  9,  aud  in  I' 
ftflemoon  for  the  rest  of  the  year.    On  October  9  there  will  be  a  second  transit,  occurring  at  lib.  55m.  l-ls.  p.m. 

The  time  at  which  the  lower  transit  of  the  Pole  Star  occurs  may  be  found  by  adding  11  h.  58  m.  2  s.  to  the  time  of  tl 
preceding  upper  transit.

The  I'rovince,  not  being  in  debt,  will  receive  from  tho 
Dominion  Government  interest  at  the  rate  of  5  per  cent, 
per  annum,  on  the  sum  of  $472,L"JO;  a  yearly  subsidy  of 
$3U,0UU  for  the  support  of  its  novernment  and  Let;i>lature 
and  an  annual  grant,  in  aid  of  the  I'rovince,  of  hu  cents 
per  head  of  the  population,  estimated  at  17,lHHi  souls,  such 
grant  to  be  augmented  in  proportion  to  the  innrwiso  ot 
population  until  it  amotmts  to  400,(100  souls,  at  wliich 
amount  the  grant  will  remain  thereafter. 

To  extinguish  the  Indian  title  to  the  lands  in  the  Pro- 
vince, 1,400,000  acres  of  ungranled  buids  are  to  be  appro- 
priated for  the  benetit  of  the  half-breiil  residents. 

The  following  are  the  present  routes  to  the  new  Pro- 
vince : — 

Ist.  Via  Detroit,  Chicago,  St.  Paul,  atid  St.  Cloud— fare 
from  Toronto  to  the  latter  place  $2a  60,  $5  gold,  remainder 
in  American  currency. 

2nd.  Via  Grand  Haven  and  Milwaukie  to  St.  Paul  and 
St.  Cloud,  same  faro  as  the  lirst  route. 

3rd.  Via  Collingwood,  .Stult  Ste.  Mario  and  Dnluth, 
thence  by  rail  to  St.  Paul  tjnd  lit.  Cloud,  faro  about  $5  less 
than  the  beforo-me  ntioned  routes. 

The  route  followed  by  tho  troops  of  the  Red  Kivor  ex- 
pedition is  not  one  which  could,  in  its  present  sta:e,  be 
used  by  emigrants  going  to  the  new  I'roviuco. 

Tho  cost  of  tho  trip  from  St.  Cloud  to  >ort  Garry  de- 
pends on  circumstances — the  number  of  people  travelling 
together  and  the  manner  in  which  they  live  and  travel. — 
The  average  cost  of  the  trip  from  Toronto  to  the  Settle- 
ment is  about  ItiO  to  .70  for  each  adult  in  a  party.

20.  Two  or  more  separate  inventions  cannot  be  elaime<I 
in  one  appliiation,  nor  jialeiitrd  in  one  patent,  nnb's.s 
tllry  are  so  drpmilrllt  of  anil  Cdniieited  with  iNirll  other 
as  to  be  necessarily  taki'li  togrther  to  nbtain  the  end 
sotight  fur  by  the  inventor  ;  and  in  this  latter  I'ase  the 
Commissinner  of  Pati'iits  is  the  .judge  as  tn  whi'thcr  or 
not  the  iireteiisioiis  of  the  applicant  are  founded  in  fact 
and  reasiiii. 

21.  The  tiling  of  a  protrst  against  the  issuing  of  a 
]>ati'nt  shall  not  be  taken  in  itself  as  a  snlfirieiit  rc>ason- 
to  withhold  the  granting  of  sueli  jiatent  to  an  applicant.

Th.'  act  also  deprives  all  univeisitiea,  colleges  or  schools 
of  m..'!iiiiie  iif  tlie  privilej^e  liitherto  enjoyed,  of  granting 
fldipi.inm  entitliin  its  holder  to  legal  recognition  in  this 
I'lMvliice,  111(1  pi  i.es  the  .sole  licensing  power  in  the  bands 
"f  .1  li  I'iril  of  KxHiiiiners  to  be  annually  appointed  l)y  the 
t'liinci!  TlcMlejree  or  diploinaof  an  university  or  college 
if  miv  nirt  of  the  world  henceforth  only  possesses  an 
hnnniiuy  value  in  Ontario,  unless  granted  before  the  23rd 
d^v  of  .Inly.  lS(i!l.  Only  British  or  Colonial  diplomas 
confer  atiy  rights  if  granted  before  that  date. 

Kvciy  person,  in  order  to  become  legiilly  qualified  to 
Kimtii.,..  is  rc(|nirrd  to  have  his  name  registered  in  the 
U^wU'r  k,  pt  by  the  Registrar  of  the  College.  At  tlio 
lieiimuiiu' iif  each  vear  the  Registrar  publishes  in  a  i)ook 
ali«t(it  all  persons  regi^itered,  with  their  names  in  full, 
rosKlciice,  HiMiess  and  the  degrees  or  diplomas  possessed 
liy  evh  Thi-i  bo'ik  is  c.  illed  the  Ontario  MMical  Rpj/rste'-. 
anii  IS  ac.-epte.l  in  all  Courts  of  Law  and  before  all  Justices 
of  the  i',.[io(.  and  others  as  prima  fiv.ie.  evidence,  that  any 
rfr.-ien  whose  nairi'>  is  found  therein,  is  registered  accord- 
iiu  to  law.  The  alisence  of  the  name  of  anv  per.son  from 
•^"I'li  IJi'tiistBr  is  al  o  prima  facie,  evidence  that  such  per- 
(^mi  IS  not  registered  accoiding  to  law;  and  no  person, 
whoHp  ,i;,n,3  ijors  n  .t  appear  in  that  Register,  is  entitbd 
•0  c]i,ir,'e  for  any  .nlvico,  or  for  any  medicine  which  he 


shall  have  both  prescribed  and  supplied.  Noons  csn  collect 
fees  in  court  for  advice  in  either  medicine,  surgery,  or 
midwifery,  unless  ho  be  registered  according  to  law,  and 
his  name  bo  in  the  ''list"  of  thu  current  year.  Nor  can 
any  unregi-tered  person  be  appointed  as  medical  officer, 
physician  or  surgeon  in  any  branch  of  the  public  seivice, 
militia  or  otherwi.se,  or  to  any  ho>iiital  or  other  charitable 
Institution  not  supported  wholly  by  voluntary  contribu- 
tions; neither  can  any  unregistered  person  give  evidence 
(of  a  professional  nature)  before  any  coroner's  or  otlier 
court;  nor  is  a  certificate  of  lu.iacy  vallil  from  an  unregis- 
tered person,  nor  any  other  certificate  which  the  law 
requires  from  a  physician  or  Furgeon.  This  Register  Is 
Hold  to  the  public,  and  may  be  obtained  by  applying  to  the 
Ilejitrar  of  the  College. 

The  Council  of  the  College  is  composed  of  thirty  repre- 
sentatives of  various  medical  interests  Two-thixdsof  this 
number  are  niemlwra  of  the  general  piofession.  or  wh.at  is 
commonly  called  the  ''regular  profession."  Twelve  being 
the  representatives  of  twelve  Medical  F.lectoral  Divisions 
into  which  Ontario  is  divided,  and  eight  representing  the 
Universities.  CollcL'es  and  Schools  of  Medicine  now  ex  st- 
ing in  Ontario.  The  remainiug  third  are  members  of  two 
sects  of  medical  practitioners,  five  representing  the  section 
known  as  •' Ilomreopathists,"  and  five  representing  tbo 
sec'tion  known  as'-  Kdectics."  Councillors  are  cUc'ed  for 
a  period  of  three  years.  No  one  who  votes  for  a  repre- 
.sontative  of  a  territorial  division  has  a  right  to  vote  for 
either  a  Homicopatliicor  Kidectic  reoresentative,  and  vice 
versa.

Samples  of  seeds,  drugs,  and  similar  articles  intended 
for  delivery  within  the  United  Kingdom,  are  now  allowed 
to  be  sent  in  bags  entirely  closed,  provided  such  bags  be 
transparent,  so  that  the  officers  of  the  Post  OfUce  may  be 
able  to  satisfy  themselves  of  the  contents. 

The  rule  which  prohibited  the  transmission  through  the 
Post,  as  patterns,  of  articles  of  cutlery,  &c.,  has  been  res- 
cinded; and  scissors,  knives,  razors,  forks,  steel  pens, 
nails,  keys,  watch  machinery,  metal  tubing,  pieces  of 
metai  or  ore,  and  such  like  articles,  are,  now  allowed  to  be 
forwarded  by  the  Post  as  samples,  provided  they  be  packed 
and  guarded  in  so  secure  a  manner  as  to  afford  complete 
protection  to  tho  contents  of  the  mail  bags,  and  to  the 
persons  of  the  ollicers  of  the  Post  Office.  Such  articles, 
however,  must  bo  so  packed  that  they  may  be  easily 
examined;  and  it  is  made  a  rule  that  any  packet  contain- 
ilng  such  articles,  whicli  may  be  found  to  Ix'  insufficiently 
guarded,  siiall  not  be  forwarded  through  *.

I'EN'AL   CLAUSi:S. 

To  stciil.  cinbe//le,  secrete  or  destroy  any  post  letter 
hlnll  l)i'  li'luny  ;  punishable  in  the  discretion  of  the  court 
by  imprisiiiiiiit-iit  in  the  Penitentiary,  for  not  lass  tliau 
tlirce  nor  iiiiri^  than  five  years;  unless  such  post  letter 
cmtaiiis  iiiiy  chatt.  i.  mrney  or  val'mble  security,  in  which 
(use  t\u:  ellVni'H  shall  be  punishable  by  imprisonment  in 
llie  Fciiitiuli  iry  for  life,  or  for  a  period  not  less  than  five 
years. 

To  stnal  a  post  letter  bag,  or  a  post  letter  from  a  post 
letter  Ijie.'.  or  ii  post  letter  from  any  post  otlice,  or  from  any 
offictr  111-  pt^r.-iou  employed  in  the  Canada  poht  office,  oi 
liuni  a  mill— or  to  stop  a  mail  with  intent  to  rob  or  searcii 
the  .saiii.i — shall  lie  felony;  punishable  by  imprisonment 
lu  tlie  I'uniteniiary  for  life,  or  for  a  period  not  less  than 
live  years. 

To  op.fi  unlawfully  any  post  letter  ba;» — or  unlawfully 
totaluaiiy  I'tti-r  out  of  such  bai; — shall  bo  felony  ;  punish- 
able  by  iuiprisonment  in  said  I'enitentiary  for  five  years. 

To  ntHrtl,  t'lnlji-zzle  or  secrete  any  parcel  sent  by  parcel 
post,  or  any  arlii  lo  contained  in  any  such  parcel,  shall  be 
I'ilony ;  puiii'.lialile  by  imprisonment  in  the  Penitentiary 
lor  a  pt-rind  of  not  less  than  three  years.

I'liuttel,  money,  or  valuable  security,  parcel  or  otherthint;, 
tile  sii-aljiiir,  taking,  secretinj;  or  embezzling  whereof  is 
hereby  niidi  fylony.  knowing  tlie  same  to  have  been  felo- 
niou^-ly  !-toli'ti.  taken,  secreted  or  emhezzled,  shall  be 
tilony  :  punisliable  by  imprisonment  in  tiie  Penitentiary 
loriuiy  term  not  less  than  five  years, — and  the  offender 
.'imy  !)•-  in'tii-ioil  and  convicted  either  as  an  accessory  after 
tlie  fact  or  for  a  substantive  felony,  and  in  the  latter  case 
whethiT  the  principal  felon  h.ith  or  liath  not  been  pro- 
vloii-^ly  convli-icj,  or  is  or  is  not  amenable  Injustice.  And 
lii'VfevH-  such  receiver  be  convicted,  the  offence  shall  be 
pmilsli.ilil,- :  i  aforesaid. 

Toforj^c,  cniiiiterfeitor  imitate  any  postasje  stamp  issued 
or  um(1  uii'ltr  the  authority  of  this  act,  or  by  or  under 
the  aiillinriiy  of  the  government  or  proper  autliority  of 
the  Uiiitt'd  lungdnm.  or  of  any  liriiish  North  American 
I'rovinci;,  or  of  any  Foreign  Country, — or  knowingly  to 
use  any  such  forged,  counterfeited  or  imitated  stamp, — 
or  to  eiejravH,  cut,  sink  or  make  any  plate,  die,  or  other 
thing  HliBr.'bi  to  forge,  counterfeit  or  imitate  such  stamp 
or  liny  p;i,  t  ,,,.  portion  thereof.-- or  to  have  pos.session  of 
any  surli  plute,  die  or  otlier  thing  as  aforesaid,  except  by 
"le  perinissiMi,  in  ■■■r\g  of  the  Postmtister  General,  or  of 
ooiuo  oliicer  or  person  who,  under  regulations  made  in 


that  behalf,  may  lawfully  grant,  duch  permlsrinn.— or  to 

forge,  counterfeit  or  unlawfully  imitate,  u.se  or  alll.<,  to  or 
upon  any  letter  or  packet,  any  stamp,  signature,  inllials 
or  other  mark  or  sign  purporting  that  such  letter  or 
packet  ought  to  pass  frei'  of  postage,  or  at  a  lower  rale  of 
postage,  or  that  ihe  postage  theienii  or  any  part  tliereof 
hath  bien  prepaid  or  ought  to  be  |iald  by  or  clnritHd  to 
any  person,  department  or  party  whoni>^oi-ver.— shall  be 
felony;  piiiiishablH  by  Imprisonment  in  the  Ptmltenliary 
for  life,  or  for  a  period  not  less  ban  five  years, and  to  such 
felony  all  the  pr'.vlslims  of  aoy  Act  respecting  Forgery 
shall  ajiply  as  if  su.'li  ofTeiice  were  made  fulony  under  that 
act,  in  so  iar  as  the  jirovi-ti  ms  thereof  are  not  inconsistent 
with  this  .\ct,  and  the  accessorius  to  any  such  olfenoKhell 
be  punishable  accordingly. 

To  f  irge,  counterfeit  or  Imitate  any  post  office  money 
order,  or  advice  of  suili  money  order,  or  post  olTlce  saving! 
bank  depositor's  liook,  or  authority  of  the  PostniJtster 
General  for  repayment  of  a  post  ofllce  savings  bank  depo- 
sit, (UMd'any  part  thereof,— or  any  signature  or  writing  in 
or  upon  any  post  ofiico  money  order,  money  order  ailviee. 
post  olfice  savings  bank  d.  po-itor's  book,  or  auihority  of 
Postmaster  Ooneiiil,  for  repayment  of  a  post  offlco  savings, 
bank  deposit,  or  any  part  thereof,  with  intent  to  defraud, 
simll  be  a  felony  ;  punishable  by  Imprisonment  in  the 
Penitentiary  for  any  term  not  less  than  two  years  and  not 
exceeding  seven  years,  and  the  accessories  to  any  such 
olTence  shall  be  punishable  accordingly. 

To  enclose  in  or  with  any  lettt^r.  packet  or  other  mail- 
able matter  sent  by  post,  or  to  put  into  any  post  olllce  any 
explosive,  dnngerous  or  <lestnirtive  substance  or  liciuld, 
or  any  matter  or  thing  likely  to  injure  any  letter  or  other 
m.iilable  matter,  or  the  person  of  any  oliicer  or  servant  of 
the  post  olH  'e,  shall  be  a  misdemeanor,  unless  such  olTence 
is  or  shall  bo  by  law  constituted  a  crime  of  groatur 
magnitude. 

To  eiuilose  a  letter  or  letters,  or  any  writing  intended  to 
serve  the  purpose  of  a  letter,  in  a  parcel  posted  for  the 
parcel  post,  or  in  a  packet  of  samples  or  patterns  posted  to 
pass  .at  the  rate  of  postage  applic.ible  to  samples  and  pat- 
terns, or  to  inclose  a  letter  or  any  writing  to  serve  the 
purpose  of  a  letter,  or  to  eiiclosj  aoy  other  thing,  in  a 
newspaper  posted  to  pass  as  a  new.^-pnp -r,  at  the  rate  of 
postage  ap|ili(Nible  to  newspapers  (except  in  the  case  of  the 
accounts  and  receipts  ot  u"W«paper  publishers,  which  are 
permitted  to  pass  folded  within  the  newspapers  sent  by 
them  to  their  subscribers),  or  to  enclose  a  letter  or  any 
wrICng  intendeil  to  serve  the  purpose  of  a  letter  in  any 
niai.  matter  sent  oy  post  not  being  a  letter,  shall  in  each 
case  'le  an  offeu'  e  punisbalilo  by  a  penalty  of  not  less  than 
ten  auu  :;'t  exceeding  forty  dollars  in  each  case. 

To  remove  witli  IVaudul-ut  intent  from  any  letter,  news- 
paper or  other  mailable  in  .tter.  sent  by  post,  any  postage 
stamp  wliich  shall  liave  been  alTixed  thereon  or  wilfully 
with  intent  af.ire.sald  remove  from  any  postage  stamp 
which  shall  have  heioi  previously  used,  any  mark  which 
shall  have  been  made  thereon  at  any  post  ofhce,  shall  be 
a  mlsdiuneaiior. 

It  shall  not  bo  lawful  for  any  person  other  than  a  post 
master  to  exercise  the  business  of  Selling  postage  stamps 
or  stamped  envelope.)  to  the  public,  unless  duly  licensed 
so  to  do  by  the  Postmaster  General  and  under  such  condi- 
tions as  ho  may  prescribe;  and  any  person  who  shall 
violate  this  provision  by  sellim;  postage  stamps  or  stamped 
envelopes  to  the  public  wilhont  a  license  from  tlie  Post- 
master (ieneral,  siiall,  on  conviction  before  a  justice  of  the 
peace,  incur  a  penalty  of  not  exceeding  forty  dollars  for 
each  offence. 

If  any  person  wilfully  or  maliciously  injures  or  destroys 
any  street  letter  box,  pillar  Imx.  or  othor  receptacle  estab- 
lisiied  by  authority  of  the  Postmaster  General,  for  tile  de- 
posit of  letters  or  orher  mailaliln  matter,  such  person  shall 
on  conviction  tie  deemed  uuilly  of  a  misdemeanor,  puiiisli 
able  by  fine  or  imprisonment  or  hi^tU,  in  the  discretion  of 
the  court  before  which  tiie  offender  isc  uivictijil.  andovery 
person  who  ai  Is,  abets,  counsels  or  procures  the  commis- 
sion of  thisoffHiice.  shall  lie  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and 
be  indiciable  and  punishable  as  a  principal  offender. 

It  any  pernon  uses  or  attempts  lo  iHe  in  prepayment  of 
postage  on  any  letter  or  mailable  m  itter  po.ited  in  thi.s 
Dominion,  any  postage  st.amp  which  has  been  before  used 
for  a  like  purpo.se.  such  persou  sh  ill  be  suliject  to  a  penalty 
of  not  less  than  ten  and  not  exceeding  forty  doll;irs  for 
every  such  offoice.  amJ  the  letter  or  other  iiuilable  matter 
on  which  sucii  stamp  lias  been  .^o  impro|ierly  used  may  !)►» 
detained,  or  in  the  discretion  of  the  Postmaster  General 
forwarded  tu  itn  destiuatiou  charged  with  double  postage.
